E. Gay Drake’s Swoon’s Son carried 
the highest weight of his career—131 
pounds—in the one-mile Citation Handi- 
cap at Balmoral-at-Washington Park on 
May 25. He led all the way, but in the 
last furlong he had to fight off 3 chal- 
lenges to win by a nose. In the picture 
Swoon’s Son is on the inside; the others 
from right to left, are Sea O Erin (114), 
Besomer (111), and Munchausen (111). 

It was the third victory in 3 starts this 
year for Swoon’s Son, a 4-year-old colt 
by The Doge—Swoon, by Sweep Like, 
and it raised his earnings to $591,430, 
placing him tenth on the list of all-time 
money winners. The only horses still 
racing which are above him are Social Out- 


cast ($668.300) and Needles ($600,355).

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NEWS OR NOT 


Much Ado About Shoe 


The drugstore quarterback is a com- 
monplace in the American sports scene, 
but the downtown racing steward was a 
rarity until the stewards at Churchill 
Downs set Bill Shoemaker down for 15 
days because of his carelessness in mis- 
taking the sixteenth-pole for the finish in 
the Kentucky Derby. Almost as soon as 
the ruling was announced the suspension 
was made into a cause celebre. 


Several columnists, including the vet- 
eran Charles Hatton, of Daily Racing 
Form, argued that the suspension was not 
justified. George I. Holmes, of the Cali- 
fornia Racing Board, said: “It’s the most 
unfair ruling I’ve ever heard of in racing. 
The California board reluctantly will ac- 
cept the ruling of the Kentucky stewards, 
but we certainly don’t agree with them. 
It is not in the province of racing officials 
to penalize jockeys for honest mistakes. 


The Jockey’s Guild made a poll of its 
19 directors, and Ike Bassett, manager 
of the Guild’s Central Division, reported 
that they were unanimous in authorizing 
a protest against the “unprecedented” pen- 
alty. The board of directors had a state- 
ment: 

“... Willie made an honest mistake. 
He did not try to make excuses, and ad- 
mitted he had erred in judging the finish 
line. No suspension can hurt him as much 
as the knowledge that his error cost him 
his second Derby. Like the gentleman he 
is, Willie has made no protest, but the 
directors of the Jockey’s Guild feel that 
a dangerous precedent has been estab- 
lished. They are apprehensive that this 
could lead to many unjustified suspensions 
in the future. . . . When the riders see a 
a jockey severely penalized for telling the 
truth they can well wonder if it is worth 
while to be so straightforward.” 

(Shoemaker had been confused as to 
what to say to the stewards. He did not 
admit at first that he had been confused 
as to where the finish line was.) 

The Form published an editorial insist- 
ing that Shoemaker’s “unfortunate mis- 
judgment” was not “simply carelessness 
on the part of a jockey,” advising Church- 
ill Downs to put up a bull’s-eye marker at 
the finish, and agreeing with George 
Holmes’ strange doctrine: “It is not the 
province of racing officials to penalize 
jockeys for honest mistakes.” 

For every buttal there were perhaps half 
a dozen rebuttals. In the same issue of 
the Louisville Times was an editorial head- 


ed “A Jockey, After All, Is Only Human,” 
June 1, 1957 


questioning whether the stewards hadn’t 
erred as much as the rider, and, on the 
sports page, a strong defense of the stew- 
ards by Dean Eagle, who noted that only 
one of 890 horses in previous Kentucky 
Derbys had been pulled up prematurely. 
Eagle added another thought: “In the 
Form criticizing Churchill Downs is a 
story announcing suspension of 3 jockeys 
for careless riding at other tracks. Should 
these tracks also revise the geography of 
their stretches? . . . Shoemaker is honest. 
but next time suppose a jockey comes 
along who would like to throw a race. He 
stands up momentarily, gets his horse 
beaten and calmly tells the stewards that 
blinkety-blink finish line is hard to find.” 
For the benefit of the West Coast dissent- 
ers, Eagle cited the California rules, which 
require that a jockey “shall give his best 
efforts in every race to the mount and to 
the public and shall ride his mount until 
the finish line is passed,” making no ex- 
ception for “honest error.” 


Churchill Downs’ executive vice presi- 
dent Stanley Hugenberg addressed a let- 
ter to the Form taking exception to the 
suggestion that the finish line was more 
to blame than Shoemaker. “We believe we 
have the largest finish pole, and the most 
easily distinguished, in the world,” he 
said. “. . . Movies of the 1957 Derby 
parade . .. show Shoemaker looking direct- 
ly at the mirror attached to the finish pole 
both times he and his mount passed that 
point. . . . Whatever the reason for the 
unfortunate mistake, we do not believe it 
was improper marking of our finish line.” 


Because of the controversy, members of 
the Thoroughbred Club of America watch- 
ed very closely last Saturday when Brownie 
Leach showed them the film-patrol pictures 
of the Derby, and they asked for several 
back-ups on the film at the point where 
Shoemaker stood up in the stirrups. There 
was no apparent break in *Gallant Man’s 
action, but the rider was standing up for 
2. or possibly 3, strides. The consensus, 
though it was by no means unanimous, 
was in agreement with the stewards, who 
had concluded that *Gallant Man would 
have won the Derby if Shoemaker had 


ridden with his usual efficiency.

The Triple Whammy 


Calumet Farm has won almost $800.000 
in purses during the first 5 months of 
1956. but the stable has not been without 
problems. When Iron Liege came out of 
the Jersey Stakes with a slight inflamma- 
tion of a splint on his right fore leg, he 
became the third —and last — of Calu- 
met’s top-flight 3-year-olds to side- 
lined by injuries. 

Jimmy Jones made no attempt to esti- 
mate how long Iron Liege will be away 
from the races. “We'll just have to watch 
it and see what happens,” he said. “These 
splints are funny things. Sometimes a 
few days rest is all that is needed. The 
splint becomes dormant and the soreness 
disappears. But there’s a strong possibil- 
ity it will pop. forcing us to blister him.” 

Jones would not say that Iron Liege 
would miss the Belmont Stakes. but he 
had little hope that the colt would be in 
the classic of June 15. If a blister is ap- 
plied. Iron Liege will be out of action for 
2 months or more. 

Gen. Duke. which missed both the Ken- 
tucky Derby and Preakness because of 
his bruised foot, will also miss the Bel- 
mont. “He needs a good rest.” the trainer 
said. “and probably won't be racing for 
2 months.” 

This left only Barbizon for the Bel- 
mont, and after the Jersey Stakes there 
were long odds against his starting. First 
of the Calumet stars to be put on the shelf 
this year. Barbizon made his first start 
it more than 2 months at Garden State 
Park on May 21. He easily won a 1,4- 
mile allowance race, and on May 25 he 
was the consensus choice of racing selec- 
lors to finish second to Iron Liege in the 
Jersey. 

Barbizon never got started in the Jer- 
sey, although jockey Ovie Scurlock hus-

tled him all the way. He finished ninth, 
about 12 lengths behind his stablemate. 
He came out of the race in good condition, 
but not good enough to suggest that he 
would be in top form for the 144 miles of 
the Belmont Stakes. 


Iron Liege ran a fine race in the Jer- 
sey, setting a new race record of 1:48 and 
turning back the last-furlong challenge of 
Mrs. Adele L. Rand’s Clem, which was 
getting 8 pounds. Mrs. Rand’s colt had 
raced creditably in 4 shorter races this 
year. but in his only previous attempt at 
more than one mile—the 1,-mile 
Gotham Stakes at Jamaica on April 13 
—he had lost ground in the final furlong. 

Clem is named for 80-year-old Clem 
McCarthy, former racing columnist and 
broadcaster. Rand said he and his wife 
“felt that recognition of the many years 
of excited pleasure at hearing his Derby 
announcing was due him, and we asked 
his permission. He wanted just ‘Clem’ be- 


cause ‘nobody calls me Mr. McCarthy. 
For him as well as ourselves we hope 
Clem will be a good one.” 

McCarthy recently was injured in an 
automobile accident in New York, but he 
was recovering satisfactorily at re- 
port. The Rands hope that he will have 
tke opportunity to see his namesake win 
a top race before the year ends. 

A smallish colt, standing slightly more 
than 15 hands, Clem, by *Shannon II— 
Impulsive. by Supremus, was purchased 
for $8,500 at the 1955 Keeneland summer 
sales. Last year he won 3 of 14 starts 
and earned $33,700. His best perform- 
ance was in the one-mile Absecon Island 
Handicap at Atlantic City, in which he 
beat Melson by 2 lengths. 

This year Clem had finished second in 
the Jamaica Handicap and third in the 
Swift, Gotham, and Delaware Valley 
Stakes. All were at 6 furlongs except

he was running over horses at the end. 
His strongest finish was in the Delaware 
Valley Stakes, in which he made up 
about 7 lengths in the last furlong to be 
beaten only three-quarters of a length. 

Garden State is assured of another suc- 
cessful meeting. The New Jersey State 
Racing commission reported that for the 
first 14 days of the 25-day meeting at- 
tendance was up 1.1 per cent and mutuel 
handle was up .07 per cent. This year 
313.611 attended, as compared with 310,- 
0686 in 1956, and the betting was $26,- 
808.985. an increase of $18.812. 


CALIFORNIA 
After Cornell, Molter 


The California Racing Board last week 
had its second stimulation case in less 
than a month, after a urinalysis of the 
3-vear-old colt Joe Price revealed the 
presence of methamphetamine. Joe Price. 
which won the seventh race at Hollywood 
Park on May 22, is trained by William 
Molter, leading trainer on the West Coast 
and 4 times leading American trainer. 

On April 24 trainer Reginald Cornell 
was suspended by Bay Meadows stewards 
because a urinalysis revealed the presence 
of methamphetamine. On May 13 the sus- 
pension was continued until July 24. 

After receiving the Joe Price report, 
the racing board called an emergency ses- 
sion on May 25, and summoned both Cor- 
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nell and Molter. Dwight Murphy, board 
chairman, told Cornell: 


“New circumstances regarding your sus- 
pension under rule 1871 of the California 
Horse Racing Board, which makes a train- 
er the insurer of the condition of his horse, 
have arisen. We hope that eventually we 
can have a better rule than 1871, and we 
are investigating this phase at the present 
time. 

“In the interests of fairness and justice 
to you I feel that the board should reduce 
the penalty it has imposed. I therefore 
move that the suspension of Reginald Cor- 
nell be ended as of this date and that he 
be placed on probation for the balance of 
the original suspension period.” 

The motion was seconded by commis- 
sioner George Holmes and was _ passed.

Commissioner B. W. Raily was absent. 

Molter was told that he could cbtain 
legal aid and ask for a formal hearing 
later, but the trainer said he wanted an 
immediate ruling. He said he had no 
knowledge of the stimulation, and told 
the board. “It was a shock to me.” Molter 
said he had complete trust in the groom 
and hot-walker who had charge of Joe 
Price. The groom has been with him for 
9 years, the hot-walker for 11 years. 

Murphy said the board considered Mol- 
ter an “outstanding trainer,” and _ he 
added, “We are reluctant to take action 
against you. but rule 1871 holds you re- 
sponsible.” 

Murphy then moved that Molter be sus- 
pended for 30 days, effective immediately, 
and be placed on probation for 60 days 
thereafter. Holmes gave his approval. and 
the motion was passed. 

Molter was given through Thursday, 
May 30. to find other trainers to take over 
the 39 horses in his public stable. During 
the period of suspension he will be ad- 
mitted to Hollywood Park’s grandstand, 
but will be denied admission to the stable 
area. 

Molter and George Lewis, owner of Joe 
Price. each offered a $2,500 reward for the 
conviction of anyone charged with admin- 
istering a drug to the horse. Rule 1871 
reads: 

“The trainer shall be the absolute in- 
surer of and responsible for the condition 
of the horses entered in a race, regardless 
of the acts of third parties. Should the 
chemical, or other analysis of saliva. or 
urine sample, or other tests. prove positive, 
showing the presence of any narcotic. stim- 
ulant. depressant, chemical. or drug of 
any kind or description, the trainer of the 
horse may, in the discretion of the board, 
have any or all of the following penalties 
inflicted: be suspended. his license re- 
voked. or ruled off, and in addition. the 
owner of the Lorse. the foreman in charge 
of the horse. the groom. and any other 
person shown to have had the care. or at- 
tendance. of the horse may in the discre- 
tion of the board have any or all of the 
following penalties inflicted: be suspend- 
ed, his license revoked. or ruled off.” 


A Climber's Arrival 


Los AnGELEs. This business of cover- 
ing racing is not without its rewards. men. 

After the running of each major stake 
at California tracks, it is customary for 
the winning owner and trainer to visit the 
press box to receive the congratulations 
and answer the questions of hard-working 
scribes. 

After Social Climber won the Califor- 
nian Stakes at Hollywood Park. Mrs. Mary 
Elizabeth Lunn. who has been a frequent 
press box visitor of late. confided: “I know 
you all so well now. I’m beginning to fall 
in love with each one of you.” “This. of 
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course, is all part of the charm for which 
Mrs. Lunn is famous. 


Her trainer, tall Charley Whittingham. 
had saddled Porterhouse and _ Social 
Climber for the Californian, the first of 
4 hundred-granders to be run at Holly- 
wood Park this season. Most of the crowd 
of 54,052 seemed to think Porterhouse 
was the stronger half of the entry, but at 
the end of the mile and_ one-sixteenth 
Social Climber was the winner by a 
length and a half over the 3-year-old 
Round Table. Alfred Vanderbilt’s Find 
was third, with Porterhouse back in 
eighth place in the field of 12. 


“T still think that when Porterhouse puts 
in one of his good races, he can beat 
Social Climber,” Whittingham said. “But 
Porterhouse does not like his races too 
close together, and he’s had 3 in 3 weeks 
now — the Premiere, the Los Angeles, and 
now the Californian. In addition, he was 
hit hard on the first turn, and bumped 
again on the backstretch.” 


Social Climber needed no alibi. The 
California-bred son of Your Host—Wis- 
teria covered the 1,;); miles in 1:40, 
equaling the third-fastest time this dis- 
tance has ever been run over any track. 
Swaps. then a 3-year-old. won the 1955 
Californian in identical time and is the 
only Thoroughbred to have run the dis- 
tance faster. 


The speedy Duc de Fer and Miss Todd 
staged a battle for the early lead, followed 
by Find and Round Table. Rounding the 
first turn, Duc de Fer was in front, but by 
the time they reached the half-mile-pole 
Miss Todd had taken command. As they 
swung off the backstretch into the turn. 
Duc de Fer dropped out of it. Round 
Table moved up to challenge Miss Todd, 
and he had the lead by the time he 
turned into the homestretch. 


Social Climber had moved into conten- 
tion on the outside at the three-eighths 
pole and had passed Find and Terrang at 
the quarter-pole. Driving determinedly 
down the middle of the track, he passed 
the tiring Miss Todd and caught Round 
Table as they reached the final furlong. 
Willie Shoemaker let Social Climber feel 
the sting of the whip as he drove to the 
front. 


“I've got myself another stud prospect 
now.” Mrs. Lunn exclaimed. “I don’t have 
to worry about Porterhouse — everyone 
knows what he can do—but this race 
made Social Climber.” 


One Exit, One Re-entry 


The 7-year-old Karim answered the 
bugle for the last time on May 18, in 
the race just preceding the Los Angeles 
Handicap won by Porterhouse. He was 
one of the gamest and best-liked sprinters 
in California in recent years. His come- 
from-behind rallies gained his popularity. 
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When the field turned into the homestretch, 
you could almost bet that the announcer 
would shout, “And here comes Karim.” 


That’s the way it was when Karim ran 
his last race. He was just making his 
big move when his right ankle snapped. 
Ralph Neves pulled him up quickly, and 
jumped down to take the weight off his 
back. It was a sad moment for owner John 
Eyraud and trainer F. M. Smith, who loved 
the old horse like a pet, and also for many 
fans in the crowd of 54,019, who usually 
made Karim a favorite. The horse am- 
bulance took him to the stable area, and 
a few minutes later he was mercifully de- 
stroyed, 

A big suprise of the same week was the 
startling comeback of *The Pie King. 
Away from the races for 2 years, he won 
first rattle out of the box for the pie man, 
Elwood Johnston, who made himself look 
good as the trainer. He looks wonderful 
now, and might give any horse an argu- 
ment if his shins cause no further trouble. 

Johnston revealed that the day before 
he vanned *The Pie King from the ranch 
to Hollywood Park (April 9), he bred the 
horse to Reigh Orphan. She is the dam of 
Lightning Jack. winner of the Debonair 
Stakes at Hollywood Park and ‘the San 
Bernardino Handicap at Santa Anita in 
his last two races.

The only foreign horses which came to the U. S. 
in 1947 to contest the first running of the Empire 
City Gold Cup at Belmont Park were the Argen- 
tinians *Endeavour IIT and *Ensueno Though 
neither of them got any part of the purse. the late 
Jehn B. Campbell had been so impressed by the 
huge *Endeavour II that he recommended the 
horse to Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Person (now Mrs. 
Lunn), who brought him back from Argentina, 
raced him 5 times in the U. S. in 1948, and_re- 
tired him to her Llangollen Farm at Upperville. 
Va.. the following year. 

Immediately after *Endeavour IPs son Porier- 
house had won the 1953 Futurity, Mrs. Lunn went 
to Mr. Campbell and gave him a kiss. At the 
end of the year Porterhouse was ranked even with 
*Turn-to at the top of the Experimental Free 
Handicap, but in his last race of the season, the 
Pimlico Futurity, he suffered a back injury 
which, according to trainer Charles Whittingham. 
impaired his racing ability for a long time, and 
still does so in an oecasional race. 

Porterhouse was winning big races again by 
the summer of his 4-year-old season. since 
then has raced with distinction in California, and 
particularly at Hollywood Park. On May 18, after 
a victory in the Los Angeles Handicap had boosted 
h’s earnings past the $409,000 mark, Mrs, Lunn had 
a kiss for Porterhouse himself. 

Never more than 5 lengths off the pace of 
Flight History and Due de Fer. Porterhouse 
forced his way between horses at the stretch turn 


and went on to a 5-length victory. His stablemate 
Corn Husker, attempting a distance too short for 
his best effort, closed stoutly to take third money. 
The winner’s time for the 7 furlongs was 1:2046-. 
four-fifths slower than the world record set by 
El Drag at Hollywood Park 2 years earlier. The 
winning entry was at odds of 7 to 5. 

It was Porterhouse’s first victory -ince the Palos 
Verdes Handicap at Santa Anita Park on Decem- 
ber 26. In his first start of the current meeting 
he had finished third to Find in the Hollywood 
Park Premiere Handicap. 

Porterhouse was foaled March 7, 1952, at Robert 
A. Alexander's Bosque Bonita Farm near Ver- 
sailles, Ky. In the same year his dam was sent 
to Ireland, where she has had 3 foals. including 
a yearling filly by *Tulyar. *Endeavour II, which 
has one other stakes winner in 1957, now stands 
at Mrs. Lunn’s ranch at Chino, Calif.

Placings in 25 other stakes have 
accounted for more than a third of Paper Tiger's 
lifetime earnings of $273,680. 

Paper Tiger is one of 4 stakes winners this year 
for Stymie, which now stands at Dr. Frank P.

Drama Under the Ground 


Within the last few years more and more horse farms have 
turned their attention to the most fundamental aspect of 


good nutrition — care of the soil. For all 
farms the improvement of soil quality 
will affect the pasture portion of the 
horse’s diet: for those fortunate farms 
which have enough space to grow their 
own hay and oats a comprehensive soil 
program may make the difference between 
success and failure. The eating of feed 
and grass grown on a soil having the 
proper balance of nutrients will not 
ereate abilities which a horse does not 
possess. but the exploitation of these nu- 
trients unquestionably will allow him to 
develop those abilities to the fullest. 


Hardly any farm manager or racing sta- 
ble trainer will admit that his horse 
doesn’t get full nutritional value from 
the feed he gets. He buys from a dealer. 
gets the best-looking feed he can find and 
pay for. What he frequently forgets is 
that appearance of the feed is not a reli- 
able guide to its nutritional value. 


A manager of a large horse farm in 
central Kentucky said, “The horse farms 
around here buy the oats and hay off the 
worst farms in Michigan, Illinois, Indiana. 
and Ohio. Not intentionally, of course. 
Each farm buys the best-looking hay and 
oats that are available. But most of the 
hay and oats sold here are grown on the 
poorer farms. The good farms feed their 
hay and grain to their own livestock. Most 
of the farms that grow hay and oats for 
the market don’t have any livestock. and 
a farm without livestock is not a good 
farm.” 


For horses on the farm. however. hay 
and oats are not the only sources of nu- 
trition. Pasture comprises a considerable 
pertion (estimates range from 20 to 50 
per cent) of a horse’s diet, and the farm 
owner and manager do have control over 
pasture quality. 

Quality pasture is not obtained by the 
wholesale use of chemical fertilizers. Un- 
less the soil’s balance is maintained money 
spent on fertilizer may be wasted, and the 
resulting imbalance may be extremely 
harmful. To know soil fertility, it is 
necessary to have a knowledge of soi! 
composition. 

These articles will deal with various 
svil topics as briefly as possible in keep- 
ing with their importance. More detailed 
information may be obtained from the ex- 
tension service of any state university. 
The most comprehensive book on the sub- 
ject is Soils and Men, a 1.200-page volume 
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there. 


There is as much drama going on below the soil surface 
as there is on the stage of a Benjamin Katz theater, and 
it is the wise farmer who knows what is going on down 
He can’t tell by looking. 

The purpose of this and the pieces which follow it is 
to reacquaint the horse breeder with the drama of soil and 
how it can be directed. In the first 4 installments the basic 
principes of soil construction will be reviewed, and in the 
concluding 3 installments the work of 2 major “farm 
clinics” will be looked into. 


published by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. It has been the principal 
reference used in the compilation of this 
series. 

Soil is composed of materials in 3 dif- 
ferent states—solid. liquid, and gaseous. 
Proper proportions of each are necessary 
if the soil is to be a good medium for 
the growth of plants. 

The solid portion of the soil may be 
divided into 2 broad classifications -—in- 
organic and organic. By far the greater 
portion (from 90 to 99 per cent) is in- 
organic material, the particles left from 
the decomposition of parent rock by the 
chemical and mechanical processes of 
weathering. 


The mineral particles of the soil are 
classified by size into 3 principal groups 
—sand, silt. and clay. Sand grains are 
gritty to the touch and can be seen by 
the unaided eye. Silt has the appearance 
and feel of flour, and individual particles 
barely can be seen by the naked eye. 
Clay particles cannot be seen by the eye. 
and a large proportion of them cannot 
be seen under a microscope. 

The relative number of these particles 
determines whether the soil sand. 
loamy sand. sandy loam, silt loam, clay 
loam, or ¢lay. There are variations with- 
in each division. 

Each class of soil texture contains all 
of the principal soil groups. Clay soil 
may contain as little as 45 per cent clay, 
with 45 per cent silt and 10 per cent 
sand. The range is quite large, depend- 
ing upon the type of soil. On the average. 
a silt loam soil contains 82 per cent silt, 
with only 13 per cent clay and 5 per 
cent sand. 


The coarse and medium-sized particles 
are relatively inactive, serving primarily

as a support for the remainder of the soil. 
The fine clay particles, the chief com- 
ponent of which is colloidal in nature, 
serve as the storage areas for plant nu- 
trients. With some colloids the capacity 
for storage is great; with others it is small. 

The mineral matter retained by the soil 
colloid holds the plant nutrients in avail- 
able storage. Over a period of hundreds 
of years the larger rocks are reduced to a 
colloidal state and thus play a part in 
furnishing nutrients to plants. 

The tiny colloidal clay particles are 
nearly as light as air, and when mixed 
with water they remain suspended for a 
considerable time. This colloidal clay has 
the quality of glue when agreeable quan- 
tities of water are present. 

Soil colloids affect the properties of soil 
in many fundamental ways. Their special 
properties include water-holding capacity, 
formation of good granulation through 
their expansion and contraction as they 
become wet or dry, and their ability to 
hold to their surfaces, in a form available 
to plant roots, most of the mineral nu- 
trients of the soil. 

Organic matter (which may represent 
as little as one per cent of the solid por- 
tion) in the soil includes both living and 
dead matter. Plant roots, fungi, bacteria, 
worms, insects, and rodents comprise the 
bulk of the living matter, and the remains 
of plants and animals. together with the 
products of their decay, are the dead por- 
tion. The living bacterial organisms 
break down the dead portion into humus, 
and as the bacteria die by the millions 
they are reduced to humus by other bae- 
teria. The residue from the decay of these 
organic bodies is largely colloidal and, 
like the inorganic colloid, plays an im- 
portant role in the holding of plant nu- 
trients and water. 

The liquid portion of the soil, usually 
called the soil solution, is water contain- 
jing varying quantities of dissolved min- 
eral matter, carbon dioxide, and oxygen. 
The soil solution is the medium through 
which the mineral elements. water, and 
some carbon dioxide enter the plant. If 
the balance between the various parts of 
this liquid is not favorable, the soil will 
not produce high-quality plants. 

There are 3 classifications of water 
stored in the soil — hygroscopic, gravita- 
tional, and capillary water. Hygroscopic 
water is bound in the soil constituents and

The ambitious desire of a breeder to secure an outstanding 
stallion is as old as the beginnings of planned matings. But 
rarely has this desire been so well fulfilled as it was with 
the importation of *Glencoe. However it was not pure 
chance, but rather an intelligent attempt to fulfill his ambi- 
tion that motivated James Jackson to purchase the stallion 
that exerted such a lasting influence on Thoroughbred blood- 
lines. 


James Jackson of Alabama was a highly 


In his only season at stud in England, *Glencoe established 
himself for all times through his daughter Pocahontas. Had 
he seen no further service this single season would have 
established the blood of *Glencoe in a large percentage of the 
best modern performers through the descendants of Poca- 
hontas, the dam ot Stockwell. 


Imported in the fall of 1836, *Glencoe began his American 
stud career which was carried on in three states, and ended 
with his death in 1857. *Glencoe was highly 


successful emigrant from Ireland who had 
prospered in numerous business undertak- 
ings, and had served his adopted country as 
a public servant with honor. He was for a 
time closely associated with Andrew Jack- 
son (no relation), and co-owner of Pacolet, Sine 
sire of Mons. Tonson and many good 
horses of that era. In 1830 James Jackson 
imported the stallion “Leviathan, five times 
leading sire. This was the man who wanted 
the best stallion available to head his stud. 
In 1886 Jackson commissioned Richard Tat- 
tersall, of England, to act for him in the 
purchase of one of the three most outstand- 
ing stallions in England — *Priam, Pleni- 
potentiary, and *Glencoe. All had fault- 
less pedigrees and were outstanding per- 
formers, and the former two had begun 
their stud careers. Tattersall wrote that 
*Priam and Plenipotentiary could not be 
“bought for money”, but that he had bought, 
for Jackson, *Glencoe for $10,000 and three 
free seasons.

fertile, and though not overbred he sired 
over 500 recorded foals. His mares were 
the pick of the entire South, and from them 
he got many, many outstanding horses. He 
had an extraordinary faculty for siring fe- 
males, and they became outstanding per- 
formers and broodmares. His colts were 
less good as well as less numerous than his 
fillies, and the male line of *Glencoe per- 
sists today only through Wise Counsellor, 
six generations removed from his most suc- 
cessful son, Vandal, the grandsire of Hin- 
doo, sire of Hanover. 


*Glencoe’s first American get raced in 1841. 
They were great stayers at the then classic 
distance of four miles. He achieved the 
position of leader of the American sires of 
winning races for the first time in 1847. 
Thereafter he led all sires seven more sea- 
sons (1849-50-54-55-56-57-58) making eight 
times in all; a record surpassed only in this 
country by Lexington — which owed much 
of his success to his cross upon *Glencoe 
mares.

deepest plant roots. The capillary ten- 
sions in a sandy layer may not be great 
enough to lift water to the root zone. It 
the soil is a clay, tensions great enough 
to lift water 100 feet or more may be ob- 
tained easily. However, the resistance to 
the flow of capillary water in the fine pore 
spaces may be so great that weeks or 
even months are required for a capillary 
rise of only 4 or 5 feet. Even in soils of 
the most favorable pore structure it prob- 
ably is seldom that crops obtain a signifi- 
cant part of their water from the water 
table if it lies more than 6 to 8 feet below 
the root zone. If crops are to obtain much 
water from an underground supply, they 
must send their roots down to it. 


Improvement of a soil’s moisture storage 
capacity and its capillary action is pos- 
sible through the addition of organic mat- 
ter, subsoiling, and the use of deep-rooted 
crops. Organic matter improves the stor- 
age capacity; subsoiling and deep-rooted 
crops help break down the compaction 
layer which often exists at plow level. 


Aeration 


Just as good moisture capacity is limited 
in many cases by soil texture. adequate 
aeration is precluded in many soils by a 
water table near the surface or by heavy. 
impervious subsoils that cannot be drained. 
As with moisture storage. a silt loam 
soil usually is preferred for proper aera- 
tion. Sandy soils have great aeration and 


clays have very little, with loams in the 
middle range. Organic matter, which im- 
proves the porosity of the soil, is the 
principal agent for the improvement of 
soil aeration. 


Physiological Balance 


Conditions of favorable physiological 
balance in the soil must be maintained to 
prevent adverse chemical conditions. The 
ability of the plant to absorb a basic con- 
stituent from the soil solution is modified 
by the chemical make-up of the soil solu- 
tion. The principal soil solution consti- 
tuents are calcium, magnesium, sodium, 
potassium, carbonates and_bicarbonates, 
phosphates, sulphates, chlorides, and_ni- 
trates. The first 4 are cations or basic 
ions; the last 5 are anions or acid ions. 


When a simple salt, such as the ordinary 
fertilizer constituent muriate of potash 
(potassium chloride), is added to a soil 
it does more than simply increase the con- 
centration of potash in the soil solution. 
Some of the potassium is replaced on the 
colloidal particles by calcium, sodium, 
and other base elements (cations), and 
these in turn enter the soil solution. Thus. 
only a part of the potassium which was 
added in solution remains water-soluble. 
The increased concentrations of other con- 
stituents thereby set free enrich the soil 
solution in other ways and make it better 
balanced for plant growth. 


Base Exchange and Soil Acidity 


This process, by which one base element 
changes from solution into an insoluble 
form and another enters the solution to 
take its place, is known as base exchange. 
The traces of carbonic acid in the water 
replace lime and other constituents to 
form a colloid of increasing hydrogen con- 
tent; that is. to form a more acid soil. - 
Thus when soil leaching has been exces- 
sive over long periods due to rainfall and 
heavy cropping over long periods, soil 
acidity becomes a problem. To protect 
the colloid against an excess of hydrogen 
ions, it is necessary to provide basic ions 
to replace the acid-forming hydrogen. 

Soil acidity and alkalinity usually are de- 
scribed by pH values, a device to measure 
the concentration of hydrogen ions (acid) 
and hydroxyl ions (alkaline). Values on 
a pH scale range from pH 1.0 to 14.0, 
with pH 7.0 being the neutral point. Soils 
with a pH value below 7.0 are classified 
as acid, above 7.0 as alkaline. It is pos- 
sible to find soil in the U. S. with a pH 
as low as 3.0 or as high as 10.0, but al- 
most all crops and grasses are grown on 
land within the 4-to-8 range. A high per- 
centage of plants need a pH no lower 
than 5.5 nor higher than 6.5 if they are 
to prosper, because most plant nutrients 
function best when the soil is slightly 
acid, showing about 10 per cent hydrogen 
saturation. 

Acid soils usually are found in areas

where rainfall is sufficient to leach away 
a good portion of the base elements. par- 
ticularly calcium and magnesium. Certain 
fertilizers, such as anhydrous ammonia 
and ammonium sulphate. also tend to 
slightly increase acidity because they de- 
velop mineral acids. Most of the soils in 
the eastern United States tend to be acid, 
along with much of the West Coast area. 
Because of small rainfall. the prairie and 
mountain areas of the West tend to have 
neutral or alkaline soil, with a pH of 7.0 
er higher. 

Soil reaction (acidity or alkalinity) in- 
fluences plant growth through the physical 
condition of the soil, availability of es- 
sential elements. activity of soil micro- 
organisms, solubility and potency of toxic 
agents, and prevalence of plant diseases. 

An acid condition wil! have an unfavor- 
able effect on most clay soils because of 
an insufficient supply of calcium bicar- 
bonate in the soil solution to keep the 
base exchange material well saturated with 
calcium and the clay particles coagulated 
—a condition necessary for good soil 
structure. The physical condition of any 
highly acid or highly alkaline soil is like- 
ly to be injured by the movement of 
valuable colloidal material from the sur- 
face soil into the subsoil. 

The availability of essential elements 
obtained by plants from the soil is affected 
in one way or another by the reaction of 
the soil. Phosphorus in particular be- 
comes less available as the pH value 
drops below 5.5 or goes beyond pH 7.0. 
With increasing acidity, there are less 
calcium and magnesium in the soil. In 
alkaline soils as the pH value rises above 
7.0, iron, manganese, copper, zinc, and 
pessibly boron appear to become less 
available. 

The activity of many of the soil micro- 

organisms is retarded by an acid soil re- 
action, and the lessening of the bacterial 
action in turn affects the availability of 
nitrogen, sulphur, and other elements 
whose liberation depends upon the decom- 
position of organic matter. 
“Toxic concentrations of certain consti- 
tuents, such as iron, aluminum, and man- 
ganese, may occur in highly acid soils be- 
cause these constituents become much 
more soluble as the acidity of the soil in- 
creases. 

Many plant diseases appear only when 
acidity rises or drops below recommended 
levels for particular crops. 

Direct toxic effect upon root tissue oc- 
curs, but it is not a common danger. since 
it occurs only in cases of extreme acidity 
or alkalinity (pH values below 4.5 or 
above 8.5). 

On most soils the correction of exces- 
sive alkalinity or acidity is a problem 
which can be solved without too much 
difficulty. Excess salts may be leached 
from the soil and harmful alkalinity cor- 
rected by the application of gypsum or 


sulphur: acidity can be overcome by lim- 
ing. However, the farm owner or man- 
ager must be careful to adjust his soil 
pH according to the crops which he 
grows. A nearly neutral soil (pH 6.5 to 
7) will be best for alfalfa. sweet clover, 
or ladino. A soil which varies from slight. 
ly to moderately acid (pH 5.5 to pH 6.5) 
is needed for best results with oats, to- 
bacco, wheat, rye, timothy, fescue «nd 
bluegrass. 


Plant Nutrients 


As mentioned earlier, the most important 
condition for the proper development of 
growing plants is that plant nutrients be 
available in sufficient quantity. Fortun- 
ately, the farmer has greater control over 
this condition than he does over moisture 
storage. aeration, erosion. suitable 
terrain for cultivation. Unfortunately, this 
control often has been used either un- 
wisely or not at all. The next article in 
this series will discuss the functions and 
availability of the major plant nutrients, 
and how the supply of these nutrients can 
be conserved and/or increased.

Bold Ruler's Strong Ancestry 


The only name common to the 4-genera- 
tion pedigree of the Kentucky Derby win- 
ner Iron Liege and that of the Preakness 
winner Bold Ruler is Fair Play, which 
appears in the same position among the 
ancestors of both these classic winners. 
But. however dissimilar the names, the 
2 pedigrees are strikingly alike in many 
particulars. 

The sires, Bull Lea and *Nasrullah, are 
the 2 most successful progenitors of re- 
cent years. The dams, Iron Maiden and 
Miss Disco, were both high-class and dur- 
able runners, the first with a record of 
61 starts and 12 wins in 4 seasons of 
racing. the second with 54 starts and 10 
wins in 5 years on the race tracks. 

Iron Liege came from a 4-generation 
succession of stakes-winning mares. The 
first, second, and third dams of Bold 
Ruler were stakes winners, and the fourth 
dam. Dugout, was placed in 2 stakes— 
second in the Canarsie and third in the 
Kentucky Stakes. Dugout was by *Under 
Fire out of Cloak (winner of 15 races), 
by Disguise out of *St. Cypria. by *St.

Except for the unraced dam of 
Discovery, there is no male or female an- 
cestor in the first 3 generations which 
failed to gain distinction on the track and 
in the stud. The sires, as indicated by the 
accompanying performance-pedigree, all 
earned at least 20 times the average money- 
per-starter available in the years they 
raced. The lowest-ranked of the dams was 
the stakes winner Outdone, whose racing 
index of 1.90 was enough to place her in 
the top 5 or 6 per cent of her female con- 
temporaries. The 2 granddams of *Nasrul- 
lah were extraordinary race mares of the 
highest class, and the fame of both has 
been redoubled by that of their descend- 
ants. 

On the bottom side the pedigree of Bold 
Ruler traces to long established American 
sources through Fair Play, Hanover (sire

of Hamburg, maternal grandsire of Adri- 
enne), Domino (through Disguise, mater- 
nal grandsire of Dugout), and Sweep 
(sire of Sweep On). Both of *Nasrullah’s 
parents, of course, go back to strong Amer- 
ican influences. Lady Josephine is from 
the powerful family of Americus Girl, 
whose sire, Americus (Rey del Carreras), 
Uncle Henry McDaniel was accustomed 
to describing as the fastest horses he ever 
trained. Nogara, Italian champion and 
dam of champions, was a granddaughter 
of the New Jersey-bred One Thousand 
Guineas winner Sibola. which descended 
from the Lexington mare Maiden, bred at 
Woodburn Farm in Kentucky and winner 
of the second running of the Travers 
Stakes, in 1865. 

In the accompanying pedigree the class 
of the first 3 generations of ancestors is 
indicated by a series of figures showing, 
in succession, the number of years raced, 
number of starts, number of wins. and the 
earnings index. The index shows the ratio 
of actual earnings to average opportunity 
in the years raced. The Italian averages 
for the years in which Nogara and Nearco 
raced are not available, and the racing 
indexes for these 2 are guessed. Nearco’s 
victory in the Grand Prix de Paris, his 
last start, netted 1,152,800 frances, which 
was 65.86 times the average distribution 
per runner in France in 1938.

French and German Guineas 


Paris. As of the beginning of the 1956 
racing season the Aga Khan had gained 
5 victories in the Derby, 5 in the St. Leger, 
3 in the Two Thousand Cinna. 2 in the 
Oaks. and none in the One Trousand 
Guineas: in France, 3 Prix du Jockey 
Club. 1 Grand Prix de Paris, but no Prix 
de Diane, Prix Royal Oak, or either of the 
Poules d’Essai which are equivalent to the 
Guinezs. He has been filling in the gaps 
at a remarkable rate. Last year he took 
the Poule d’Essai des Poulains with Buis- 
son Ardent, and this year he won the 
English One Thousand Guineas with the 
French filly Rose Royale and the Poule 
d’Essai des Pouliches with the English 
filly Toro. 

The double of the English and French 
One Thousand Guineas had been landed 
only once before, by Mme. Pierre Corbiere, 
who won both races with *Imprudence II 
in 1947. 

Toro (Tudor Minstrel—L’Horizon, by 
Bois Roussel) had run 3 times at 2 and 
twice this year, and had finished third 
on 2 occasions. The one-mile Poule d’Essai 
des Pouliches at Longchamp May 19 was 
her first victory. 

The Aga Khan’s stable had 3 fillies in 
the race, Toro, Tehmany, and Tehriva. Of 
these, Tehmany (Tehran—Mehmany, by 
Mieuxce) had shown best as a 2-year-old, 
when she had won one of her 2 races and 
had been ranked, at 112 pounds in the 
Free Handicap, as the best of what appear- 
ed to be a moderate crop of fillies. Teh- 
many fell back after forcing the pace to 
the last turn in the Poule d’Essai. Toro 
moved up on the outside and won by 114 
lengths from Epine Doree (Wild Mec— 
Epine d’Or, by *Epinard), a one-time run- 
ner in claiming races. Marcel Boussac’s 
Arbencia (Arbar—Palencia, by Pharis) 
escaped from a boxed-in position in time 
to finish third, 2 lengths farther back, with 
the Tantieme filly Tanche in fourth place. 

L’Horizon, the winner’s dam, won 3 
races in Ireland and was unplaced to Core- 
jada in the 1950 Irish Oaks. She is a 
sister to the St. Leger winner Tehran, sire 
of *Tulyar. 


Affirmation by Tyrone 


There were only 8 colts at the start of 
the Poule d’Essai des Poulains, on the 
same program with the filly classic. The 
favorite and winner was Jacques Puerari’s 
Tyrone (Tornade—Statira, by Fantastic), 
which had the advantage of better going 
than when he finished fourth in the One 
Thousand Guineas at Newmarket. Tyrone 
followed close on the pace, moved away 
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from The Prophet in the straight, and won 
by 21% lengths. The Prophet fell back to 
fourth as Frane Luron (Free Man—Fram- 
ee. by Vandale) and Prince Taj (Prince 
Bio—Malindi, by Nearco) moved up 
strongly to take the minor portions of the 
purse. 

The result was in keeping with the 
1956 Grand Criterium, which Tyrone had 
won over the same course and in the same 
style. The winner’s sire, the Tourbillon 
horse Tornado, one of the best wartime 
runners in France, is also responsible for 
the Prix de Diane winner Tahiti, the Ascot 
Gold Cup winner Aquino, and the success- 
ful stallions Fontenay and Lacaduv. Sta- 
tira has produced 6 other winners, includ- 
ing Tyrone’s full brother Tosco, second 
in the Grand Criterium, and Soleil Royal, 
second-ranked 2-year-old of 1954. Statira 
is out of Static, by *Teddy out of Listen 
In, dam of the late Joseph E. Widener’s 
Grand Prix de Deauville winner Confi- 
dence, granddam of Oil Capitol. 

The rule that the first 10 in the Free 
Handicap include at least one Guineas win- 
ner has been borne out this year in Eng- 
land, France, Italy (where the filly was 
ranked sixth, the colt eighth), and Ger- 
many, where the Two Thousand Guineas 
equivalent fell to Orsini, last year’s best 
2-year-old, and its counterpart to Thila, 
the second-best filly, which held the tenth 
rank in the Sport-Welt handicap. 


The German Guineas Races 


The Henckel-Rennen at Horst-Emscher 
May 12 was the first start this year for 
Orsini (Ticino—Oranien, by Nuvolari), 
which had won the last 6 of his 7 races in 
1956, including a short-head victory over 
the Relic colt Mystic in the Zukunftsren- 
nen at Baden-Baden. He led from start to 
finish, winning by 3 lengths from Utril- 
lo (Orator—Unterwegs, by Wahnfried). 
Third and fourth were 2 other good colts, 
Menes (Goody—Marane, by Aventin) and 
Windfang (Nebelwerfer—Waldrun, by 
Alchimist). 

Ticino, Orsini’s sire, winner of the Ger- 
man and Austrian Derbys and 3 times vic- 
tor in the Grosser Preis von Berlin, has led 
the list of sires 7 times. His sire, *Athan- 
asius, is also the sire of Orsini’s granddam, 
Omladina. 

The 9 fillies which met in the Schwarz- 
gold-Rennen at Duesseldorf May 5 includ- 
ed 4 which ranked among the first 15 of 
last year’s best 2-year-olds in Germany: 
Solotaenzerin, Thila, Baerwalde, and Fon- 
tainebleau. Thila (Magnat—Thilde, by 
Arjamen) took the lead from Fontaine- 
bleau (Navolari—Fredigunde, by Alchim- 
ist) in the second half and beat her by 
a length and a half. Third, half a length 
farther back, was Solotaenzerin (Ticino—
